We believe that such a suggestion is 
a reflection, if not a slander ,upon the people who pat- 
ronize ike American ships. 


Not only so, but as a matter of fact the Attorney 


General has rendered a ruling in regard to this very 
question. He declared that the American law prevails 
on'American ships wherever they are found, except 
within the three-mile zone of .other countries. If this 
be true, Mr, Lasker is violating the law in letter as well 
as in spirit.

We have heard of so many things that were going to 


be utterly ruined by prohibition- and which have not 
been, injured at all, that we are not greatly disturbed by 
such-assertions as Chairman Lasker makes. Our glass 
industry,.the hotel business, resorts of all kinds, truck- 
ing, agriculture, in fact we do not now recall any indus- 
try except the making of grape juice which was not go- 
ing to be absolutely demoralized by prohibition. The 
last now, is our Merchant Marine, which will be destroy-
